MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


BUSY 11-DAY STRETCH CONCLUDES WEDNESDAY 

The Revolution finishes a hectic four-games-in-11-days stretch this season when Columbus 
comes to town on Wednesday ... within the last 11 days, the Revs have lost at Columbus (4-3) 
on Aug. 25, and played to two draws against Chivas USA on Aug. 29 (3-3) and Philadelphia 
last Saturday (0-0). 

LONG TIME HOME 

Following the conclusion of the current three-game home stand on Wednesday night - the 
Revs also hosted Chivas USA on Aug. 29 and Philadelphia on Sept. 1 - the Revs will play just 
two more home games this season: Sept. 22 against New York and Oct. 20 against Chicago 
... in the final seven weeks of the season, the Revs will play on the road four times and have 
two bye weeks in addition to its final two home games. 

REVS BARTEND FOR CHARITY ON THURSDAY 

This Thursday, Sept. 6, Revs stars Benny Feilhaber, Matt Reis, A.J. Soares and Chris Tierney 
will be joined by Revs legend and current ESPN soccer analyst Taylor Twellman at a special 
off-field event to benefit Twellman’s charity, Think Taylor... Feilhaber, Reis, Soares, Tierney 
and Twellman step off the field and get behind the bar at GEM (42 Province St., Boston, 

Mass., 02108) where they will mix and serve drinks as celebrity bartenders beginning at 6 
p.m.... for more information visit revolutionsoccer.net or thinktaylor.org. 

SAY HI TO THAT BIRTHDAY GUY 

The team's current designated utility player - Ryan Guy - will celebrate a birthday on Wednes¬ 
day ... the San Diego native turns 27 with his Sept. 5 birthday... Guy has made 17 appear¬ 
ances this season, including 14 starts, seeing time at right wing, forward, central midfield, left 
midfield and right back this season. 

SENE OUT FOR SEASON 

Saer Sene suffered a torn left anterior cruciate ligament in his left knee in last Wednesday's 
match against Chivas USA at Gillette Stadium and will miss the rest of the season ... the 
French forward, who is a contender for Major League Soccer’s newcomer of the year award, 
will undergo reconstructive surgery in the near future ... Sene leads the Revolution in scoring 
- and tied for fourth in MLS - with 11 goals, including two in the game in which he suffered the 
injury last week ... the 25-year old also added three assists in 25 appearances ... Sene's 11 
goals are the team’s highest by a single player since the 2007 season. 

SAER MADE A NAME FOR HIMSELF IN REVS HISTORY THIS YEAR 

With 11 goals this season - including two in his final game last Wednesday against Chivas 
USA - Saer Sene is currently the team’s leading scorer... with 11 goals in 25 appearances, 
Sene became the first player since Taylor Twellman in 2007 to record more than 10 goals in a 
season ... the season-high goal scorers since 2007 season are below:

SENE WENT OUT AS A TOP-FIVE SCORER 

With his two goals in his final game last Wednesday Chivas USA, Saer Sene re-entered the 
league’s top-five in goal scoring this season ... at the time of his ACL injury, Sene's 11 goals 
were tied four fourth with six other players, and seven goals behind league-leader Chris 
Wondolowski (18 goals)... in addition to his team-leading 11 goals, Sene is tied for second 
(with Kelyn Rowe) on the Revs in assists with three in 25 appearances. 

OTHER GOAL-SCORERS CALLED UPON 

Saer Sene accounted for exactly one third (11 -of-33 goals) of the Revolution’s goal-scoring 
this season ... with Sene out the remainder of the year, other Revs will be called upon to ac¬ 
count for Sene’s absence in the scoring column ... Lee Nguyen is second on the team with five 
goals ... after Nguyen, there is a five-way tie for third as Chris Tierney, Kelyn Rowe, Fernando 
Cardenas, Blake Brettschneider and Jerry Bengtson each have two goals apiece this year. 

COMPETING FOR A SPOT UP TOP 

With Saer Sene out for the remainder of the season and Jerry Bengtson unavailable on 
Wednesday while on international duty with Honduras, the Revs’ forwards will be competing 
for starting spots up top ... Diego Fagundez (one goal) made his second start of the season on 
Saturday against the Union, while Dimitry Imbongo made his third appearance of the season 
when he replaced Fagundez in the 75th minute ... Blake Brettschneider has scored two 
goals and one assist in 15 appearances at forward ... Ryan Guy (four starts at forward) and 
Fernando Cardendas (one start at forward) have also seen time up top this year. 


GOALS TO BE HAD 

Saer Sene’s presence will certainly be missed this season as he awaits to undergo ALC 
reconstruction, but the Revolution remained positive following Saturday's 0-0 draw with Phila¬ 
delphia ... said Jay Heaps on Sene's absence, “It's an opportunity for others to step up, but it’s 
tough”... center back Darrius Barnes praised Sene's efforts this year but exuded confidence 
in his teammates up top ... said Barnes of Sene, “That's what he does: he puts the ball in the 
back of the net. He's a class finisher, so we’re definitely going to miss him. That just leaves 
opportunity for Dimitry (Imbongo) and Diego (Fagundez) to try and put their stamp in the 
game and put some balls in the back of the net. Jay (Heaps) has been talking to us all about 
opportunities and hopefully somebody steps up and takes it.” 

THIRD CHANCE AT CHANGING COURSE 

The Revs host the Crew on Wednesday and it will be the teams’ second meeting in 11 days ... 
the mid-week match will give the Revs a third chance this season to snap its recent rut against 
the Black-and-Gold ... New England has won just twice in its last 14 meetings (2-8-4) with 
Columbus dating back to the 2007 season ... earlier this season, the two teams played to a 
0-0 draw on June 16 at Gillette Stadium, before the Crew come back from a two-goal deficit to 
earn a 4-3 win on August 25, in Columbus. 

ELITE SAVE MEN SQUARE OFF WEDNESDAY 

Wednesday’s midweek matchup in Foxborough features two goalkeepers who rank in the 
top five in MLS in saves ... Revs' goalkeeper Matt Reis made a season-high seven saves 
on Saturday and ranks fourth in MLS with 84 saves in 25 appearances ... Reis’ opponent on 
Wednesday is league-leader Andy Gruenebaum, who has 93 saves in 25 appearances for 
the Crew ... each keeper made two saves when the teams last met on August 25 as Reis 
conceded four goals, while Gruenebaum surrendered two goals in the first half before subbing 
out at the half with a back injury. 

WINLESS STREAK HITS 10 

Saturday's 0-0 draw against the Union extended the Revs’ winless streak to 10 games (0-7-3), 
setting an new club futility record ... the winless streak, dating back to July 14, is the league’s 
second-longest winless streak this year after FC Dallas' 13-game winless streak from April 21 
to July 7 ... however, after snapping a five-game losing streak last Wednesday against Chivas 
USA with a 3-3 draw, the Revs have picked up points in each of their last two matches and 
enter on a very modest two-game undefeated streak. 

A CHANCE FINISH OUT HOMESTAND ON A POSITIVE NOTE 

The Revs will complete a three-game homestand on Wednesday against Columbus and can 
round out the recent grueling eight-day home stretch on a positive note ... Saturday’s 0-0 draw 
against Philadelphia extended the Revs’ winless streak at home to five games (0-3-2), which 
began on July 14 against Toronto ... the Revs opened the season 5-1-3 at Gillette Stadium. 

AFTER WEDNESDAY, WEEKEND MATCHES TO ROUND OUT THE SEASON 

Wednesday’s match against Columbus will be the team’s second consecutive midweek match 
following the 3-3 draw against Chivas USA on Wednesday, Aug. 29 ... after Wednesday, the 
team will play its remaining six games on Saturdays to finish the season ... in the last two 
seasons combined, the Revs have have earned a result in six of their last seven midweek 
matches, going 2-1-4 ... the team is 4-10-6 in 2012 on Saturdays. 

SCORING FIRST AT HOME YIELDS GOOD RESULTS 

While the Revs have struggled recently at home, on occasions when the team scores first at 
home, it has picked up key points ... the Revs are 3-1-3 at home this season when scoring 
first, but are just 2-3-0 at home when conceding the first goal at home ... overall, the Revs 
have opened the game’s scoring 11 times - home or away - and are 4-4-3 when scoring first. 

REIS SHUTS THE DOOR 

Behind a season-high seven saves on Saturday against Philadelphia, Matt Reis picked up 
his fifth shutout of the season ... Reis’ shutout was his 60th shutout as a member of the 
Revolution and the 69th of his 15-year career... with 69 shutouts in 279 career appearances, 
Reis ranks fifth on the MLS career shutouts list... Reis is seven shutouts shy of fourth place 
Zach Thornton, who recorded 76 shutouts in his 16-year career... Dallas goalkeeper Kevin 
Hartman is MLS' career leader with 111 shutouts. 

ANOTHER YEAR, ANOTHER HANDFUL OF SHUTOUTS 

With his fifth shutout of the year on Saturday against Philadelphia, Matt Reis has now re¬ 
corded five or more shutouts in a season eight times in his career, including seven times with 
the Revs ... in fact, Reis has recorded at least five shutouts per season in seven of his last 
eight campaigns, including each year from 2005 to 2009, and again in 2011 and 2012. 

TIERNEY’S NEXT APPEARANCE IS THE CENTURY MARK 

Chris Tierney enters this week still sitting on 99 appearances - including 93 starts ... if he 
returns to the lineup following the muscle stiffness that kept him out last weekend, he will 
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reach his 100th appearance when the Revs host the Crew on Wednesday ... Tierney is the 
only player from the 2008 MLS Supplemental Draft currently playing in the league. 

ALSTON’S OTHER RIGHT 

Kevin Alston has been a familiar face on the Revs' backline for the last four years, but on 
Saturday he had a different vantage point on the game ... with Chris Tierney being rested for 
precautionary measures (muscle tightness), Alston drew the start at left back against the Union 
... although he played left back in college at Indiana, Saturday’s start was his professional de¬ 
but at left back ... Alston’s first 104 appearances for the Revs - all starts - came at right back. 

BACKLINE BOUNCING AROUND 

After the Revs’ customary backline of Chris Tierney (left back), A.J. Soares (center back), Ste¬ 
phen McCarthy (center back) and Kevin Alston (right back) played the majority of the season 
together, Saturday's backline signified a significant shake up ... Tierney (muscle tightness) and 
Soares (whiplash) sat out, while Alston moved over to left back to cover for Tierney ... inserted 
into the lineup were Darrius Barnes (center back) and Flo Lechner (right back), while McCarthy 
was the only player in his usual position ... Saturday's makeshift foursome helped the Revs 
post a shutout, however, as Philadelphia sent 18 shots in toward target. 

BACKLINE SHIFTERS 

So far this season, a total of seven players have started on the backline and 10 players have 
spent time in the back in total during regular-season action: Kevin Alston* (RB, LB), Darrius 
Barnes* (CB, LB), Ryan Guy (RB), A.J. Soares* (CB, LB), Stephen McCarthy* (CB), Chris 
Tierney* (LB), Tyler Polak (LB), Flo Lechner* (RB), John Lozano* (CB) and Shalrie Joseph* 
(CB) ... four different players have seen time at left back, five different players have played at 
center back, while three players have played right back as the team has run out a four-man 
backline in each of the team's 27 games. (* indicates starters) 

TIERNEY: “UNDERRATED” PER MLS PEER 

Last week, Sports lllustrated’s online edition (Sl.com) posted former MLS forward Alecko 
Eskandarian’s list of the league's top 10 most underrated players, a list - “lunch-pail guys who 
don't necessarily get the stats or glory, but are vital to their team’s success" included the Revs' 
Chris Tierney ... said Eskandarian: “Tierney is a local Massachusetts product who has made 
the most out of getting the opportunity to play for his hometown team. An extremely versatile 
left-footed player, he has willingly done whatever the team has asked him to do since being 
selected by the Revs in the 2008 Supplemental Draft. Tierney has played every position on the 
field aside from forward and goalkeeper, and has emerged as a leader in a locker room that 
has needed to replace the likes of Steve Ralston, Taylor Twellman, and now Shalrie Joseph. 

He has started 24 games this year, recording two goals and four assists, and his left-footed 
dead-ball service is second only to Brad Davis." 

RESERVES RETURN TO ACTION ON FRIDAY 

The Revolution Reserves (2-3-3, 9 pts.) return to action on Friday in Foxborough against the 
Toronto FC Reserves (1-3-2, 6 pts.)... Dimitry Imbongo scored the Revs’ lone goal in the 
45th minute in the Revs’ last reserve match - a 3-1 loss to Montreal on August 13 ... after 
Friday's match, the Revolution Reserves will play a final match against the New York Red Bulls 
Reserves on Saturday, September 22, immediately following the first-team game at Gillette 
Stadium. 

FEAST OR FAMINE FOR REVS SCORERS 

The Revs’ scoring this season has been feast or famine: the team has either been shut out 
or scored multiple goals in 21 of its 27 matches this year - held to a lone goal just six times 
(three in the last nine games)... the team has been shut out 10 times, a mark which is tied with 
Chivas USA and Portland for the most in MLS ... however, the Revs are tied for 10th in MLS in 
multiple-goal games with 11, as San Jose leads with 15 ... the club is also seventh in MLS in 
three-plus goal games with four as San Jose leads the league with nine. 

REVS HELD SCORLESS AGAIN 

On Saturday against Philadelphia, the Revs were shut out for the 10th time this season, and 
for the third time in six games ... with 10 attacking shutouts, the Revs have matched their 
season total in 2011, when the Revs were held scoreless 10 times in a 34-game season. 

SHUTOUT MARK IN JEOPARDY 

With 10 shutouts already this season, the Revs are in danger of matching - or setting - a new 
club record for shutouts ... the team was shut out a record 11 in 2010 ... in 2011, the Revs 
were shut out 10 times ... in total, the Revs have been shut out 10 or more times five different 
seasons in the club’s history: 1998 (10), 1999 (10), 2010 (11), 2011 (10) and 2012 (10). 

(MULTIPLE) SHOTS NOT FALLING 

The Revs enter Wednesday's game tied for 12th in MLS in goals with 33 (1.22 goals per 
game)... however, the team’s low goal-scoring total isn't for lack of trying ... the Revs are tied 
for seventh in shots (354,13.1 shots per game) and second in shots on goal per game (148, 
5.5 per game)... the team’s 9.3 percent shooting percentage is tied for 12th in MLS, but the 
team’s shots on goal percentage of 41.8 percent is tops in MLS.
